1 . IN JUNE 14 CONVERSATION WITH ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
MAYNES, UNDER SYG URQUHART CHARACTERIZED SYG'S 
REPLY TO ISRAELIS AS "CULPABLY MODERATE". 

2. URQUHART SAID HADDAD SITUATION EXTREMELY SERIOUS. 

HE EXPRESSED OUTRAGE AT ISRAELI COMPLAINTS " ABOUT A 
FEW ISOLATED TERRORISTS" IN LIGHT OF FAR GREATER 
RISKS POSED BY HADDAD'S HEAVILY ARMED 600 MAN ARMY 
PLUS MILITIA. 

3. URQUHART SAID AT PRESENT HADDAD SITUATION COVERED 
BY FIG LEAF OF LEBANESE STATEMENT THAT HE TO BE 
CONSIDERED PART OF LEBANESE ARMY. URQUHART GREATLY 
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FEARED FIG LEAF WOULD BE BLOWN AWAY IF HADDAD 
REFUSED TO OBEY ORDERS FROM BEIRUT OR BY FALL OF 
LEBANESE GOVERNMENT IF GOL AVOIDED ISSUING DIFFICULT 
ORDERS TO HADDAD.

5. URQUHART AND JONAH SAID ARMED PALESTINIANS ISSUE
